Mow to IJiiise Tobacco Plants. 
The KImira (N. Y.) free Press gives tlie 
following directions how to raise toiiuico 
plants : 

To raise early lolxieco plants, or tliose whicli 
will he larnL' enou^n to .s t hy tlie li'tli ot 
.lutK! the use (if (ss lor (•(iverin;^ flie CoM 
fr.aines, or hc'ls, is ulino^l liidispcnsahle. riie 
sash neeil not cost louch, and they cm he made 
hy any person I imil ar with the u-e ot :i saw 
and hammer. Tlie len^tli of thosasii must, of 
course, he la aceordance with llic width ot the 
hod— from four to six feet being the width usu* 
ally used. 

Canvas is somefiuie-! u-.-(i frtr covering ttie 
beds, and forins a partial suh.stilute for glass, 
but this material doesj^ood only as It keeps ont 
the cold wind, wiioreiM jilasH nttraets the sun's 
beat and confines It,* thus forcing the young 
plants. One onnee of good seed is Hnffluient for 
sowing a bed ii feet longand 0 feet wide, and 
will, with good success, furnish plants enough 
for three acres. 

In order to save lime and snnoynnce from 
weeds, it is l>est to sprout t he seed hefore so w 
ingit. This i8 best done hy mi.\i tm i: wiili lioe 
rotten wood, or "olilpdirt." and tilacini^ it in a 
warm place, heinu carclul Io Iceeiiihe niixlure 
damp. In eltluu' ease tlie seed will coniineiiee 
to sprout In Ir m lour to t«'n days, when it is 
ready to .sow. It is not b'-st to allnwthe seed 
to heeome s|»routeil inudi, or the sinDiits will 
Itecoini^ hriii<eii while sowing. SliouM the seed 
become spriiute<l helorr- the weather or the 
cftmlilion ul the soil in the seed hed will a'low 
the sowiun, it nniy he plaee«l in a cool niaee, as 
In acellar, and kipt lor st veral days withoui 
injury. 

As so«>n as the soil in the bed. which should 
have been nuidethu >)revi')ns (all. Decomes dry 
enough to work, Il should he forked over.aau 
with a steel toothed rak<! make tine and mellow 
to receive the seed. It Is important that tlie 
seed be sown evenly in Ui« bed and not too . | 
thick. To avoid sowing unevenly, it Is n go<Kl i 
plan to nnirlc offthethesarfaceof the bed in 
squaies. After sowing the seed, if the soil is I 
dry, it is best to**torm'^thti soil siiuhiiv with a i 
light hand roller or a wide board, after which I 
the bed siionkl l)e watered down. i>r sprinkled j 
heavily with warm water.

UmIv who known the '•charm/* or 
inetlioil of i>rooedure whidi will )>roduoe 
»nch a result. A nail driven into tho 
pronnil, with certHin magioftl preliraiu- 
nr;e« and aeoomjinnimcnts, is a j) )teut 
lueunii ul dire injuries and revengen. in 
matters of love, courtship and marrint^P 
the negrc)C8 are usually e\lrenie!y j .".1- 
oup and sn jiieions, an<l niaui^-al :ul> me 
comuiuuly invoked to beciue alieetiou, to 
alienate those who are already attached 
to each other, and to ]>r<;teet aggre^K"r.^ 
from detection or putiihiiment. There 
are various spella of formulte for such 
purrx.8.
